Ho also reported, same date, another clinical case developed during 
the week ending October 28 at the Georgia School for the Deaf, Cave 
Spring, Ga., although the situation has improved. Of 80 carriers 12 
have become negative and have been released. Positive cases and 
carriers aro in isolation and the institution is under quarantine. The 
inmates are not permitted to leave the grounds.
